Funding finalized 
for animal shelter

Crawford County and U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) officials went through 
the final hoops to secure funding 
for a new county animal shelter 
on Friday. 

Officials finalized the closing 


‘documents for the new Animal 


Shelter of Crawford County 
facility, which is being built on 
the property at the Crawford 
County Fairgrounds. 

In January, the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners 
authorized the USDA to issue 
bonds totalling $400,000 to pay 
for the new shelter. 

A total of $130,000 was made 
available after the closing agree- 
ment on Friday to pay for archi- 
tectural and construction bills 
accrued for construction of the 
shelter. 

“We have jumped aah all 
the major hoops we had to jump 
through to finance the shelter, 
and now we just have to com- 
plete construction and occupy 
the building,” said Crawford 
County Administrator Paul 
Compo. 

‘Wakefield Construction; : Inc. 
of Houghton Lake, the ¢ontrac- 
tor hired to build the shelter, has 
completed a majority of cement 
and masonry work for the pro- 
ject. 

“They're just waiting for a 
break in the weather so they can 
get it framed in and can get 
going again,’ said Sharon 
Priebe, president of the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County

The Mt. Hope Lutheran 
Church, which is located across 
from the county fairgrounds, 
agreed to an utility easement 
allowing the shelter to extend 
power lines to the new facility, 
saving between $7,000 and 
$10,000 in construction costs. 

“The graciousness of the folks 
at Mt. Hope Lutheran Church 
has resulted in a huge cost sav- 
ings for us and they have been 
extraordinary nice to help us 
out,” Priebe said. 

The shelter board hopes to 
have the stray dogs and cats 
housed in the new facility by 
mid-May or June 1. 

“It’s been a tough winter at 
the current shelter, and the new 
shelter, which will be more effi- 
cient for everybody all the 
around, is truly needed,” Priebe 
said. “It’s been good working 
with the county and the support 
from the community has been 
wonderful.” 

The Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County, Inc., a non- 
profit agency, has operated the 
Shelter since 1991 when the 
county decided it would no

on the property leased from the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission, are in dire need of 
repair and replacement.

Tax renewal placed on school ballot

Crawford AuSable School 
District voters will be asked to 
renew a millage levied on sec- 
ond homes and business proper- 
lies to guarantee funding for 
local schools. 

A millage proposal that will 
ask voters to'renew the 18 mills 
levied on non-homestead prop- 
erties will be on the Tuesday, 
May 8 school election ballot. 

Under proposal A, the school 
funding proposition passed in 
1994, school districts must seek 
approval from local voters to

taxes are collected on business- 
es and second homes such as 
cabins and vacation homes. 
School districts can seek the tax 
for periods from one to 20 
years. 

The Crawford AuSable 
School District is in the last year 
of a 10-year request for the non- 
homestead tax levy, said 
Superintendent Joe Powers. 

“We have to ask for voter 
approval to continue to collect 
the tax on non-homestead prop- 
erty,” Powers said. 

The tax is a critical part of the 
school district’s financial pic- 


-ture.s since it. makes up about $5... 


million of the district’s $16.2 
million budget. 

“Without the non-homestead 
tax, we couldn't operate our 
schools,” Powers said. 

The Crawford AuSable 
School Board is opting to ask 
for just a three-year renewal for 
the non-homestead tax, antici- 
pating that there may be signifi- 
cant changes in school funding 
in the next couple of years, 
Powers said. 

“This has zero-effect on a per- 
son’s regular home whatsoever,” 
Powers said. “If we don’t col-

townships supervisor and zoning 
administrator, as he learns his 
role as the ordinance enforcement 
officer. 

Sedgwick has handled between 
20 to 25 cases which township 
residents have made a complaint 
about or phoned into the town- 
ship offices. 

So far, Sedgwick said the prop- 
erty owners he has dealt with 
have been cooperative. 

“We have to be patient because 
we can’t expect some of these 
problems to be fixed overnight,” 
Sedgwick said. 

Sedgwick will first call a 
homeowner to inform them that a 
complaint has been made about 
their property. If there are not 
Steps taken to comply with the 
ordinance, Sedgwick will then 
send out a series of letters that 
spell out the nature of the com- 
plaint, the township regulations 
and the legal actions that will be 
taken against the property owner. 
Violation of the township's blight 
ordinance is a $100 fine for a first 
offense, $250 fine for a second 
offense and $500 for a third or 
each = subsequent _— offense. 
Sedgwick can also get Grayling 
Township _— Attorney Rich 
Jaskowski involved with the case 
in order to gain compliance with 
the ordinance. 

“Nobody wants to go that far,” 
Sedgwick said. “Hopefully, 
things get taken care of on a per- 
sonal level, because nobody 
wants the government intruding 
in their lives.” 

Sedgwick is in the Grayling 
Township offices from 8:30 a,m. 
to 12:30 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. 

The Grayling Township board 
amended the township budget in 
November to hire a part-time 
ordinance enforcement officer. 
Township officials were able to

earmark the funds to hire the zon- 
ing officer due to savings on a 
pair of road projects done on Old 
Dam Road and Margrethe 
Boulevard last year. 

Nine people applied for the 
zoning ordinance enforcement 
officer position, Wright said. 
Sedgwick was among two final- 
ists interviewed for the job. 

Wright said Sedgwick’s 
demeanor was a positive attribute 
that stuck out from the other can- 
didates vying for the job. 

“We don’t want to be out there 
doing hardcore enforcement,” 
Wright said. “We want somebody 
that can work with people, and 
Randy has shown that he can 
work with people.” 

Sedgwick, and his wife, 
Connie, moved from Saginaw to 


Grayling Township in 1998. 


“Our kids went away to col- 
lege, so we decided to take the 
grand experiment and move 
north,” Sedgwick said. 

Connie is a former field repre- 
sentative for the Mid-Michigan 
Child Care program, a service 
which monitors day care opera- 
tors to ensure that children are 
being provided nutritious meals. 

Randy worked as a Title One 
instructional aide for the Swan 
Valley School District in 
Saginaw. While living in 
Grayling, Sedgwick has worked 
as a delivery driver for Promed 
Delivery Service, as a seasonal 
campground maintenance 
employee for the Department of 
Natural Resources and substitute 
janitor for the Crawford AuSable 
School District. 

Sedgwick’s love for canoeing 
drew him the the community, 

“I love paddling, so the prox- 
imity of the AuSable and 
Manistee Rivers was high on my 
priority list,’ Sedgwick said. “I 
spend more time on the river than 
I do in a car.”

TRUST AND TRADE - News 
reporters can hold their heads 
high .... at least higher than 
politicians, oil men, used car 
sales folks and even lawyers. 

According to a survey conduct- 
ed a month before fast 
November’s election, politicians 
don’t rank very high in public 
trust, which probably isn’t exact- 
ly news. 

Of six professions listed, 35 
percent ranked politicians as the 
least trustworthy. 

Next were oil company execu- 
tives at 17 percent, used car 
salesmen at 14 percent, lawyers 
at [1 percent, news reporters at 


, 10 percent, and mechanics at 5 


percent, 
The remaining eight percent of 
responses were split among none 


* of the above, or strictly non-com- 


mittal. 

In this survey of 600 likely 
Michigan voters last October, 
politicians fared the worst among

independent voters, with 
Democrats a bit more willing 
than Republicans to trust politi- 
cians. 

None of those levels of public 
trust is impressive, and having 
even 10 percent of the people 
mistrusting news reporters still is 
not a very good picture for the 
news profession. 

According to the survey, 
Detroit voters (14.6 percent) and 
strong Republicans (21.1 per- 
cent) were least likely to trust 
news folks, and the more 
Democratic leaning the voters, 
the weaker their distrust of 
reporters which probably 
doesn’t surprise the “strong 
Republicans” at all.

Since 1883, the 
Nelson family has played a sig- 
nificant role in the history of 
Grayling. For example, in 1917 
Hans Nelson (son of Peter) built 
and operated the first modern gas 
station in all of northern 
Michigan.

‘Have A Heart’ for 
the animals 


Along with love, food, water 
and shelter, the best thing we can 
do for the homeless dog and cat 
population in our community is 
to have them spayed or neutered. 

In 2006, the Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County, a 501c3 non- 
profit organization tasked with 

,gpetating. the only licensed 


wrefuge. for: ‘homeless. dogs and - 


cats in our community, spent 
over $7,000 altering shelter ani- 
mals before adoption. 

“Even with the generous dis- 
counts we receive from the 
Grayling Hospital for Animals 
and Simons Veterinary Clinic, 
the shelter must still raise funds 
for this expense,” said Cheryil 
Ruley, secretary/treasurer. 

To help defray these costs, the 
Animal Shelter has for many 
years campaigned for funds at 
businesses throughout the com- 
munity with the Have A Heart 
fund raiser. Those wishing to 
help the shelter fulfill its mission 
to decrease the amount of 
unwanted litters in Crawford 
County and beyond, need only 
donate a dollar or more to the 
campaign, 

“Honor a-pet or someone you 
love by writing their name on a 
bright pink Have A Heart to be 
displayed at a participating busi- 
ness,” Ruley said. “Hundreds of 
unwanted litters of puppies and 
kittens will be spared with your 
help.” 

Over $650 was raised last 
February during the month long 


campaign. 

“As long as we have help with 
spay/neuter expenses, we can 
keep our adoption fees from ris- 
ing dramatically, allowing more 


-dogs, cats, kittens and pups to 


find new forever hommes,” said 
Shelter Director Chery! Postma. 

Adoption fees at the shelter 
run from $75 to $150, even 
though the average cost of caring 
for, vaccinating and altering each 
animal was $209 in 2006. 
Michigan law demands that all 
animals adopted from shelters 
must be altered at the time of 
adoption or within 30 days of 
adoption if the animal is old 
enough and healthy enough. 

“Tt is much easier for everyone 
involved when the dog or cat is 
spayed or neutered before it 


cleaves the shelter for its new 


home,” Postma said. “This saves 
us a lot of follow-up work and 
postage, as well as saving a lot of 
dogs and cats from producing 
more unwanted litters.”

For years, 
Simons has been helping low 
income people in this communt- 
ty, and beyond, afford to keep 
their pets by offering her servic- 
es at reduced prices. 

“We would hate to have some- 
one give up or abandon their 
beloved pet just because they 
didn’t have the resources to have 
them properly vaccinated and 
licensed,” said Shelter Director 
Cheryl Postma.

Being justified by faith in the 
finished work of Jesus Christ 
results in our peace with God, 
access by faith, abode or standing 
by grace, and anticipation of the 
future glory of God. (Romans
